SERIOUS mow TO THE 
COAL LAND LESSEES 


Washington, Feb. 20.—A new 
plan for disposing of the coal 
lands of the Indians, radically 
different from that put into the 
I bi ll tentatively was suggested .Mon­ 
day bv a subcommittee composed 
of 
Senators Clapp, Teller 
and 
Clark of Wyoming. 
The old plan was to give the 
lessees 
a preferential right to 
purchase the lands now leased by 


I them, the purchase price to be 
tixed by three appraisers, one ot 
them to be appointed by the les­ 
sees 
themselves. 
This 
new 
proposition is that of the un leas­ 
ed land the surface shall be held 
separate, subject to the mineral 
rights. 
The mineral right* are 


to be sold to the highest bidders, 
a minimum price to he tixed by 
appraisers, all of whom are to he 
named by the Secretary of the 
Interior, with the approval of the 
President. 
The most surprising 
departure is, however, that the 
lessees are to have no preferen­ 
tial right of purchase, If the pro­ 
vision suggested by the subcom­ 
mittee should be adopted. 
This proposition 
was under 
consideration by the Committee 
on Indian Affairs all the a fte r­ 
noon, and while no binding agree­ 
ment w as reached, the probabili­ 
ty is that the section governing 
the sale of the coal lands will con 
form generally to this plan.

different from that put into the 
bill tentatively wassuggested Mon- 
day by a subcommittee composed 
of Senators Olapp, Teller and 
Clark of Wyoming. 


The old plan was to give the 


lessees a preferential right to 
purchase the lands now leased by 
them, the purchase price to be 
fixed by three appraisers, one of 
them to be appointed by the les- 
sees 
themselves. 
This 
new 


proposition is that of the unleas- 
ed land the surface shall be held 
separate, subject to the mineral 
rights. The mineral rights are 


| to be sold to the highest bidders, 
a minimum price to be fixed by 
appraisers, all of whom are to be 
named by the Secretary of the 
Interior, with the approval of the 
President. The most surprising 
departure is, however, that the 
lessees are to have no preferen- 
tial right of purchase, If the pro- 
vision suggested by the subcom- 
mittee should be adopted. 


This proposition 
was under 


consideration by the Committee 
on Indian Affairs all the after 
noon, and while no binding agree- 
ment was reached, the probabili 
ty is that the section governing 
the sale of the coal land" will con 
form generally to this plan.

SERIOUS BLOW TO THE 


COAL LAND LESSEES 


Washington, Feb. 20.—A new 


plan for disposing of the coal 
lands of the Indians, radically 
different from that put into the 
bill tentatively wassuggested Mon- 
day by a subcommittee composed 
of Senators C/lapp, Teller and 
Clark of Wyoming. 


The old plan was to give the 


lessees a preferential right to 
purchase the lands now leased by 
them, the purchase price to be 
fixed by three appraisers, one of 
them to be appointed by the les- 
sees 
themselves. 
This 
new 


proposition is that of the unleas- 
ed land the surface shall be held 
separate, subject to the mineral 
rights. The mineral right* are 


[ to be sold to the highest bidders, 
a minimum price to be fixed by 
appraisers, all of whom are to be 
named by the Secretary of the 
Interior, with the approval of the 
President. The most surprising 
departure is, however, that the 
lessees are to have no preferen- 
tial right of purchase, If the pro- 
vision suggested by the subcom- 
mittee should be adopted. 


This proposition 
was under 


consideration by the Committee 
on Indian Affairs all the after- 
noon, and while no binding agree- 
ment was reached, the probabili- 
ty is that the section governing 
the sale of the coal land* will con- 
form generally to this plan.
